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TANYA TUCKER 
| No Longer j E 
: Country Music’s ‘Little Girl’ 


by Peggy Russell 


Watching Tanya Tucker recen- 
tly on the John Davidson Show, it 
was apparent that country music’s 
‘little girl’ has indeed grown up. 
Some claim she’s grown away 
from country music as well, that 
she’s gone ‘rock’ or ‘pop’ or 
whatever label they choose to use. 
It is true that her singing style has 
gone through various stages as she 
has gone through various 
producers, sometimes with good 
results and sometimes not. Still, 
the most outstanding fact which 
has always been first and foremost 
about Tanya Tucker is the un- 
disputable truth that the lady has 
talent - and fortunately it has 
grown right along with her. 

As for the direction she is 
taking, that remains to be seen. 
She has made no secret of the fact 
that she likes to appeal to all those 
fans who enjoy music, country or 
otherwise, and even though she 
smiles when she says it, admits she 
would like to become the ‘female 
Elvis’. Having followed her career 
from the beginning and observing 
her in the various stages of her 
career, | have always found her to 
be open, straightforward and 
always in touch with herself and 
her feelings about her career. 

Watching her as she sang on the 
Davidson show, I was reminded of 
the last interview I had with her 
sometime back and remembered a 
rather determined, well - adjusted 
young woman who knew where 
she was and where she was going. 
We both agreed that her all time 
idol, Elvis, although he wore the 
rock label, would always appeai to 
the country audience because 
underneath it all, we all still felt 
there was just a 'good ole boy' 
country roots and all, right in 
there with the 'big kids' where he 
belonged. 

Tanya was getting ready to go 


on a stage show in northeastern 
Ohio the last time I spoke to her 
and she alternated between talking 
to me and trying to get her hair to 
go around the hot-comb roller. 
We discussed what it had been like 
for her to drop out of school and 
‘hit the road’ at the age of thirteen. 
“I don't think I really missed out 
on anything," she said, then 
commented that maybe she 
shouldn't say it like that, because 
she didn't want other kids to think 
education wasn't important, but in 
her case, she was very much 
pleased with the fact that she had. 

“I've been through a lot and 
seen a lot of things that most kids 
my age haven't ... and strangely 
enough, I never did relate to kids 
my own age. | still enjoy people 
who are a great deal older than I 
am. Most of my friends are in their 
thirties and older, I just relate to 
them better. I can talk to them 
easier than I can someone my own 
age. I know I've gone to work ter- 
ribly early, and sometimes I really 
work awfully hard ... still, I love it. 
I enjoy what I do so most of the 
time I can't really callit work, even 
when it is." 

Her other great love is horses 
and the mere mention of them will 
always cause her to light up. "I 
love horses, I really do. Hike show 
horses and even though they take a 
lot of time, I still enjoy riding and 
showing my horses. A lot of the 
younger people are beginning to 
enjoy horses more now and that's 
good, because anything that will 
keep them away from drugs and 
things like that has got to be 
good." She stopped then, and 
grinned, “... Didn't mean to sound 
like I'm preaching, but I guess I'm 
really ‘old fashioned’ in a sense. I 
know people think show business 
is so wild and wicked, and in some 
places it is, and some people are 1 


guess, but I have been raised with a 
certain sense of values and | guess 
I'm stuck with them." 


She moved to a table next to a 
box of fried chicken and raised the 
lid just as her brother Donald, 
walked into the dressing room. 
"You eat yet?" She asked, and he 
reached for a piece of chicken an- 
nouncing that he was just about 
to. 


"Do you suffer from too much 
family?" I asked, looking in 
Donald's direction. He just 
grinned and dished out some 
mashed potatoes to go with his 
chicken. The matter had obviously 
been discussed before. “Oh, 
sometimes everybody feels like 
that,” she said, pointing out that 
Donald was the one who ‘saw after 
everything' while her father acted 
as her manager and her mother 
traveled with them most of the 
time taking care of her clothes and 
just being there when she was 
needed. "I have the greatest 
parents in the world..." 


Donald looked up at her. “Uh... 
the greatest family in the world," 
she grinned as she corrected 
herself. "They let me be myself, yet 
they help me when I'm not sure 
what to do. | guess that's ideal. 1 
make most of my own decisions, 
especially the major ones, but 1 
don't mind advice, whether it's 
from my family, or a producer or 
someone who knows more than I 
do about something. | hope I 
never get so big that I think I know 
all about what's best for me, songs 
and production, and all that. As 
long as something is working, | 
don't like to mess with it. My mom 
or my dad never say to me 'you 
WILL do it this way, or that way’, 

“I listen to their advice but the

Nashville is the only city that has 
the quality to be the music capital of 
` the world. 

That's the opinion of Paul 
McCartney, who with his band 
"Wings" recently concluded a 21 -city 
tour — the first since he was a 
member of the Beatles 10 years ago. 

“it’s one of the most musical cities 
in the world, and the only one with 
the quality to be the music capital," 
McCartney declared, adding: 
"Tennesseans are real downhome 
folks, down to earth, and the 
musicians are fantastic — very sharp 
and easy to work with." 

McCartney, accompanied by his 
wife linda, three doughters, and the 
"Wings" band spent five weeks in 
the music City area in 1974. 

McCartney, his wife, and the 
band recorded country music during 
the visit with Chet Atkins, Mr. Guitar, 
ond other Nashville musicians. 


And they visited such superstars as 
Roy Acuff, Johnny Cash, Porter 
Wagoner, and Dolly Parton. 

He made promises to write songs 
for several stars, though he said at 
the time he had'doubts about keep- 
ing them. 

“It’s amazing the people who 
want songs — like Johnny Cash and 
Charlie Rich. You'd think they'd have 
plenty of material,” McCartney said. 
"But they all told us they don't have 
enough good songs." 

Reading about McCartney's tour 
— in which he brought down the 
house in city after city with such old 
McCartney - Beatle tunes as "Yester- 
day,” and "Lady Madonna,” we 
recalled the hot, sultry afternoon we 
spent interviewing Paul and Linda at 
their rented summer home near 
Nashville. We wished "our city" had 
been on the current Wings tour — 


' but it wasn't. 
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in Nashville!!!

Earlier in the day they had 
rehearsed the Wings band to see if 
the new band members blended — 
with a view of going on the tour he 
just completed. 

“We came here (Nashville) 
because it is a musical surrounding,” 
he said in the taped interview, as he 
rocked on the front porch of the 
huge colonial home. “Ws not much 
good going into a desert. 

"There's nothing to spark you up 
in a desert." 

He scid once he decided to record 
in Music City, he was inspired to write 
some tunes for country banjo and 
fiddle. 

"One night we all went down to 
Printer's Alley — not to the strip 
clubs, mind you, but to a country 
music club. | was listening to these 
fellows playing, and got inspired 
and sat down the next day and 

wrote up a country tune called 'Sally 





G.' LU 

That tune — with its Nashville 
sound — went on to become another 
of McCartney's hits. 

It was near the end of his 
Tennessee visit that he finally got 
around to putting something on 
tape. 

"| was talking to Chet about it one 
night when we were over at his 
house socializing, and he said, ‘Why 
don't you do it?’ Then Chet brought 
along Floyd Cramer and some brass 
guys that he uses and then there was 
my drummer Geoff and me and 
Bobby Thompson, the banjo player." 

The tune they had decided to 
record was “Eloise,” written by 
McCartney's father some 20 years 
ago. The elder McCartney — about 
70 — is an amateur musician who 
claims he can’t write, but “thinks up” 
songs. He had a group called “Jim 
Mac's Band." 

“| must have been about five 
years old,” McCartney said. “I was 
talking to Chet about it, and | 
decided to ring up my Dad in 
England to check on some chords. 

"Then we got down to business." 

Paul said he got his biggest kick in 
Nashville "Going to the Grand Ole 
Opry and feeling under the seats — 
feeling the chewing gum stuck 
there." 

Obviously, he was referring to the 
old Opry House. The country music 
show now is in a multi - million - dollar 
structure at Opryland, its theater un- 
surpassed anywhere in the country. 

He said he and Linda felt the 
children had most enjoyed the Coun- 
try Music sunshine.

Our inter- 
view had been scheduled for 2 p.m. 
The photographer was granted per- 
mission to enter the property at 2:20, 
but we still had to wait at the 
roadway until 2:40 p.m. 

A member of the Wings band es- 
corted us to the yard, where Paul 
and Linda were most gracious. The 
long wait was soon forgotten as we 
began to tape the one - hour - 20 - 
minute session. 

And as! read about the cuccessful 
tour of the United States, | couldn't 
help but recount those things Paul 
and Linda had said about Nashville 
— and how for five weeks they ware 
a vital part of the Music Scana in 
Tennessee. 

That Nashville visit was a rehear- 


sal for this tour. 
And in conclusion, one point — 


other than Nashville and country 

music — sticks out in my mind. The 

Beatles — once the most popular 

and famous rock group of all — will 

remain a nostalgic memory. : 

But former Beatles McCartney 
and John Lennon may team to write 
together again. 

“It’s a maybe .. a positive 
maybe," McCartney — who was 
considered "the beautiful Beatle" in 
the Beatlemania era — said of his 
one-time musical partner, 

But there wos no optimism that the 
Beatles would get back together 
again. "Everyone is happy on his 
own," he said. "You break up, you 
break up. 

"I don't think anything will ever be 
equivalent to the Beatles. It was a 
question of whether the four people 
in it wanted to do it any longer. 
That's the drawback." 

. The British singer said he was "not 
particularly interested" in being a 
Beatle again. 

Then, with a broad smile, he said: 

"But there IS one thing that 
interests me. 

"If we tour the country — and it's 
successful — | want to return to 
Nashville and have a jam session 
with my friends in country music. 

"We've all got so very much in 
common."

Sonny Osborne 
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Sonny and Bob, the Osborne 
Brothers, have been, and remain one 
of the mose impressive sounds in the 
country music. Some call them 
bluegrass, others, including Sonny, 
say they are not pure bluegrass, and it 
is true that their songs and recordings 
range from a very broad bluegrass 
sound to old-time gospel, to a rather 
swinging hillbilly, which has suddenly 
found a whole new audience in the 
younger minds of our country. College 
campuses now hold bluegrass fes- 
tivals, and where once there was no 
amplification, there was a lot, then 
back to little or none again. Country 
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music, whether it be bluegrass, 
contemporary, or hard country, is 
always changing - and in some cases 
changing back. The following is an 
interview in which Bobby Osborne 
talks about their particular kind of 
bluegrass. 


Bobby, what are some of the biggest 
changes you and Sonny have gone 
through since you've been in the 
. business? 

Well | think the biggest changes for us 
was going from straight traditional 
bluegrass, like we started with, to a 
more modern sound of mixing a little 
bit of country, a little bit of jazz, rock, 
and combining all of it and kinda 
backing into a style which I think is all 
our own. 


One thing I've noticed Bobby is that 
you and Sonny are often in the 
bluegrass category for awards, and at 
the same time are in best group 
award, whereas the Statlers would 
only be in group awards, or Jimmy 
Martin in blue grass, yet, you end up 
being labeled “group” and “blue 
grass". 

l'd never thought about that before, 
but | guess you're right. You know we 
don't really fit categories, and we've 
always been criticized and a little bit 
on account of the harmony we had. It's 
different and just not the type of har- 
mony you usually hear with people 
who play and sing bluegrass. Of course 
we were heavily criticized when we 
went into a lot of amplification as well, 
but when we slacked off from that, | 
think we had some criticism about that 
too. 


Do you think the fans feel “modern” 
and “bluegrass” are words that don't 
belong together? 

| think so, in some cases. Bluegrass 
has always been thought of as the old 
traditional country music, and 
sometimes people get real upset if you 
mess with anything traditional, change 
it in any way, even if it's an im- 
provement. We've worked with heavy 
amplification, and then with little, and 
we've just more or less kinda done 
what we felt like doing, which, | think, 
is the way any artist should approach 
his music. 


You and Sonny have been working as 
professionals since 1953, so you 
must have seen a lot of changes in 
the business. 

Yes we have, and we've worked to im- 
prove, and with that always comes 
ganges. We are doing basically the 





same thing we started with on record - 
the only thing is, | hope we're doing it 
better. Country music is definitely go- 
ing through a lot of changes right now - 
so is the whole country for that matter - 
We can tell it by our audiences for one 
thing. We've always done bluegrass, 
but we've done it in a kind of up-coun- 
try vein. We see a lot of younger faces 
in the audience now, and the older 
fans still come too. 


Correct me if I'm wrong, but when | 
Was growing up there was no term 
bluegrass, just hillbilly, and when 
country began to grow, they called it 
country music, but bluegrass 
retained more of the old traditional 
flavor. 

Yes, | think that’s right. It used to all be 
‘hillbilly’ music, and the banjos and 
upright bass and mandolin sorta 
became the ‘bluegrass’ mostly 
because of people like Bill Monroe who 
gets most of the credit for being father 
of bluegrass, although there were a lot 
of old timers whose names are only 
remembered by those people who 
knew them in their communities, 
bluegrass came from the real roots of 
the mountain people, that's for sure. 


Do you find yourself catering to cer- 
tain fads in order to draw more 
people, gain a wider acceptance? 
Yeah, you have to. It's a business like 
anything else. Used to, Sonny and me, 
we'd dress in dress slacks, sport coat, 
tie and tailor made stage clothes. 
About a year or so ago, we went out 
and bought regular dungaree outfits, 
you know, levis, and the places we 
played seemed to feel we were closer 
to them. | don't know if it has anything 
to do with it or not, but it seemed to 
make a little difference. Nobody 
dresses up much any more, some even 
go barefooted, and of course all the 
jeans are patched. | used to HAVE to 
wear patched jeans and go barefooted, 
and it wasn't because it was the style, 
it was my only choice. | think the way 
you dress indicates more or less how 
you feel, and the young people today 
seem to be wanting to get back to times 
when the earth was more respected, 
and the music they are turning to is 
kinda back - to - nature, reality and | 
don't think country music has to 
change to be what they're looking for. | 
think it's all here. 


You and Sonny have roots deep into 
Country, don't you? 

Yes we do. You know we grew up in 
Kentucky and when we sing about 
things like that, and the kind of songs 


we do, they are all very real to us and 
maybe that's why people seem to iden- 
tify with us so well. 


Still the young crowd who know 
nothing about goard dippers and hog 
killin’ identify with you too. 

Yeah, | think they do and | don't know 
why, but I’m just glad they do, it's 
really great to see the 'real country fan’ 
sitting there in the audience with the 
young "long hair' so to speak, and they 
are both enjoying the same thing. 


John Hartford said pretty much the 


same thing, talking about the red- , 


neck and the hippie. 

It's true, and | think that anything that 
brings people of different life-styles 
together is pretty good, whether it's 
music or not. 


You enjoy your music, don't you? 

| really do. I've always enjoyed what | 
do, sometimes | get tired, but | really 
enjoy singing. 


Sonny said once that he was the one 
who lost his temper and was 


sometimes called unfriendly, but . 


that you were always ready to talk to 
anybody, anytime. 
Well, | don't know about that... 


He also said you had changed some 
in the past year or so, said he saw 
you get a little irritated and lose your 
cool a time or two. 

Yes, that's true too, Sonny and | are 
quite different in a lot of ways, but, we 
both love our music. 


Any plans for anything new or 
different? 

No, | think we're just gonna let it roll, 
things are going pretty well. Sonny and 
me, we used to go out after the shows 
we'd do in different towns and visit the 
small places that had country music, 
and listen to different styles and meet 
new people, but we don't do that much 
anymore, | guess you get busy, and 
tired, and just don't get around as 
much as we used to like that, and now 
and then somebody would have a little 
too much to drink, and say 'you don't 
play bluegrass', things like that, so it 
got to be more of a problem to go, than 
a pleasure. 


That's the price of fame, | guess... 
Yes, | guess it is, but l'm not too sure 
what ‘fame’ is at this point.

As a result, today's routine for the 
golden - haired Griff includes going 
to a health club three times a week to 
have his spine massaged 
acupuncture treatments ... and run- 
ning a half-mile each morning, as 
well as doing regular sit-ups. 

“I've lost some weight on this 
program," Ray Griff relates, "and 


for the moment, it's helped a lot to 
ease the pain. | honestly feel better 
now physically than | have in a long 
time." 


"In fact, I'm planning to go into a 
heavier road schedule than | have 
ever worked in the last few years," 
he says, "because, for the time 
being, I'm just not hurting as bad as 
usual, and | do think | owe it to my 
fans to get out there." 


"Working on the road is not only 
self - satisfying, but it gives me a 
much greater understanding of 
what my audiences really want to 
hear from me," he explains, "and 
since l've recently had to cut back on 
my personal appearances, for ob- 
vious health reasons, | now intend to 
make up for some of that in the 
immediate months ahead." 


He's also planning to spend much 
more time in the studio, where he'll 
be concentrating on creating new 
sounds. He plans to continue creat- 
ing award - winning materials as a 
songwriter. And he will always be at

the helm of his own highly - successful 
publishing company.

He isn't that kind of 
man. He could never be happy 
working in one phase of the music 
business ... tackling one thing ... or, 
doing one job.

He must be active 
in many areas of the music world. He 
must constantly serve various sources 
with his creative abilities. "Then," 
Ray Griff says, "I feel I'm a whole 
person — a worthwhile human 
being." 

Looking back over it all, since his 
move from Calgary to Music City in 
1964, the multi - talented Griff can 
rightfully point to his many musical 
accomplishments with the same 
pride that's become his personal 
trademark ... along with a deep 
degree of honesty ... and sincerity. 

He has struggled to survive, He's 
worked as many as 3 jobs a day to 
put bread on the table. He's never

There's a lot of talk in country 
music circles these days about 
"outlaws." It seems that the outlaws 
— the renegades of country music, 
are running away with the sound. Of 
course, most of these outlaws are 
rather gentle folk, law-abiding and 
all of that, who are expanding coun- 
try music. 

One of the outlaws in Nashville is 
singer/songwriter Bobby Borchers, 
who records for Playboy Records 
and whose single "Someone's With 
Your Wife Tonight, Mister" did quite 
well for him. 

The first time Bobby Borchers saw 
the Nashville skyline was when he 
drove down from Kentucky to look 
the place over. Said Borchers, "The 
first time | saw Nashville, it was like 
seeing the woman that I'd always 
dreamed about and she was putting 
her arms around me.” Borchers knew 
that it was “home” if he wanted it to 
be — and he wanted it. 

Ironically, this outlaw was serving 
time as a policeman in Kentucky 
before he moved to Nashville and 
got serious about being a 
songwriter. 

Now when Borchers got to 
Nashville, he felt he should cele- 
brate the occasion — and that 
celebration lasted a good year and 
a half (and is still going on to this 
day). He did manage to accomplish 
a few other things, like writing 
“Jamestown Ferry” and seeing it 
recorded by Tanya Tucker during his 
first six months, signing with Tree

Publishers and getting a job picking 
at a night club in Printer's Alley — 
the same club where he's still pickin’ 
today. : 

That picking job kept him eating 
after the initial money ran out and 
also gave him valuable exposure to 
an audience, as well as giving him 
time to do what he loves to do more 
than anything else in the world — 
write songs. 

Lest you be a doubter, let's set the 
record straight right now — Bobby 
Borchers is one heck of a songwriter. 
Songs he’s written include “Brass 
Buckles,” “I Can't Keep My Hands 











Off Of You,” “The Devil Is A 
Woman,” “Movie Magazine, Stars 
In Her Eyes" and “I'm The Only Hell 
My Mama Ever Raised." 

Born in Cincinnati and raised in 
Hazard, Kentucky, Borchers got his . 
first guitar at 12 — a $10 Stella, and 

tried playing. Since he couldn't play 
any existing songs on his guitar, he 
decided to write some of his own. He 
continued writing after he became 
an accomplished guitar player and 
says today that writing is such an im- 
portant part of his life that “when | 
don't write, | can't live with myself." 

Borchers came to the attention of 
Eddie Kilroy, head of Playboy 
Records through his songwriting. 
Borchers had written songs for 
Mickey Gilley and Barbi Benton and 
listening to the tapes, Kilroy had 
made a decision — he wanted 
Bobby as an artist as well as a 
songwriter. And with that decision, 
Bobby Borchers went from being just 
a playboy to a Playboy recording 
artist. 

If you're ever in Nashville, you can 
see and hear Bobby Borcher picking 
his guitar down in Printer's Alley. 
Come in and have yourself a seat — 
he'll get around to shaking your 
hand and saying "howdy" before 
the night's over — maybe even give 
you a picture or a record or a t-shirt, 
he doesn't believe in selling them 
saying "Fans have been awful good 
to me, this is how | can repay them." 
You see, outlaws aren't such bad 
guys after all.

Chet Atkins needs no introduction 
to CSR readers, Les Paul may though. 
Paul is a guitarist of extraordinary 
genius.

Chet Atkins, Paul has been in 
retirement for some ten years but a 
chance encounter with Chet brought 
the two of them together in the RCA 
Nashville studio with this album being 
the result. 

Not strictly speaking a country 
album at all, the songs the pair ran 
down go from pop classics, "It's Been 
A Long Time" and "It Had To Be 
You" to "Birth Of The Blues" and 
"Deed 1 Do." But don't let this keep 
you back from adding this album to 
your collection if you are a fan of the 
guitar and particularly if you believe 
you can or want to play the 
instrument. 

Each of these men is a virtuoso, 
their styles differ but blend together 
with a melting that you would imagine 
had to come out of hundreds of hours 
of rehearsal, it doesn't. The album is 
basically a live, very live jam session, it 
gives you the feel of having been there 
and makes you wish you were. 

There is a purity of vision running 
through the grooves in this record, a 
purity rarely found in a record, the 
result of two men individually at the 
top of their field whose love of music 
transcends any need to hog tape time 
or step on each others licks.

When you have a voice as big and 
powerful as Ronnie Milsap's, it can 
easily overtake any song and turn a 
record into a "voice" instead of a song. 
So far, this hasn't happened — thanks 
mainly to the ear of producer Tom 
Collins who has consistently picked 
out great songs for Milsap to record 
and balancing the albums with old 



















songs, new songs, ballads and up 
tempo numbers. 

Milsap begins the album with “20- 
20 Vision," the title song, whose irony 
is that Milsap, the singer, is blind. He 
then moves onto "Lover, Friends and 
Stranger," a compelling number 
about the circles in life — how people 
can go from strangers to friends to 
lovers and back to stranger again. 

Two songs on the album are old 
numbers that Milsap brings back to 
life — “Not That I Care" and 
“Lovesick Blues”. The side's last cut is 
one written by John Schweers, who 
wrote "Daydreams About Night 
Things" and "What Goes On When 
The Sun Goes Down". It's called "You 


Snap Your Fingers" and closes out 


side one with what Ronnie does best 
— a ballad. 

A Schweer's song starts off side two 
— “Looking Out My Window 
Through The Pain” followed by the 
hit single “What Goes On When The 
Sun Goes Down.” Another old classic, 
the Leon Payne “You've Still Got A 
Place In My Heart” follows and then 
one of the most compelling numbers 
on the record, an easy paced ballad en- 
titled “I Got Home Just In Time To 
Say Goodbye.” 

Milsap closes the record with a real 
“up” number, "(I'm A) Stand By My 
Woman Man” which takes off from 
the Tammy Wynette classic "Stand By 
Your Man” and even steals a lick or 
two. The songis catchy and positive — 
a great way to end a record. 

Milsap has certainly proven worthy 
of the "Male Vocalist of the Year" 
award he won from the CMA several 
ycars ago. As long as he continues to 
put out records like this, he's certain to 
stay in the running.

This album features one great

Ray Stevens has moved to a new 
record label and if this, debut album is 
any indication of things to come, Ray 
is doing right well for himself. “Just 





For The Record" is easy listening. 
There is deep, message music here, if 
you want to be moved. If you want to 
get up and boogie, Stevens does some 
rollicking handclappers and 
footstompers which fill the bill. 

You can really lose yourself in this 
album. Each cut reflects a different 
mood. In one song, "Om", there is 
even music to meditate by. Loosely 
based on a primal chant, Ray's ren- 
dition should be the springboard for 
many a coffee klatch.

Sometimes in the flood of albums 
that keep pouring out of the record 
companies good but unspectacular 
LPs can get lost and overlooked Sue 
Richards’ new album “Sweet Sen- 
suous Feelings” falls into that 
category but should pull through and 
rise above the mass if it gets exposed to 
enough people. 

Without any music razzle dazzle on 
one hand or syrupy oversweetening on 
the other, Miss Richards handles all 
kinds of songs, the diversity of which 
keeps the record moving right along 
and sings each separate song with in- 
dividual care.

CMH Records is a new west coast 


label, and they sure did lovers of 
traditional country music a favor 
when they began recordíng a lot of 
great old-time acts which were 
without labels: Mac Wiseman, Lester 
Flatt, Don Reno & Bill Harrell among 
others, and Grandpa Jones. 

“The Grandpa Jones Story” is not 
slick and it’s not sweet, but it is a 
genuine delight, filled with beautiful 
music, highlighted by the Travis-style 
electric guitar. 

I've always liked Grandpa Jones 
better on serious songs, somehow, 
despite the pure comedy image Hee 
Haw has given him, and this two- 
record set (20 songs) makes me 
remember why: his delivery is 
straightforward and honest, un- 
pretentious and sincere, and it all 
shows. 

The album is filled with his hits, of 
course — “Eight More Miles To 
Louisville” and “Old Rattler”, — but 
the highlight of the entire thing is one 
side devoted to recreating the Browns 
Ferry Four, a group Grandpa 
recorded with on King which included 
Merle Travis and the Delmore 
Brothers in the mid-1940's, Top songs 
of all are "Sweet Dreams of Ken- 
tucky," one of the first tunes Grandpa 
learned to pick, here accompanied by 

just a slide guitar; and "Gone Home", 
an ethereal gospel song written by Bill 
Carlisle. 

Albums like this are a delight and a 
knockout. Were there but more of 
them.

Ray Whitley 


In a field full of multitalented men, 
Ray Whitley has stood out for the 
breadth of his talents; Film star, 
songwriter (“Back In The Saddle 
Again” the most famous), showman, 
singer and yodeler, Ray also helped 
Gibson design their SJ-200 guitar, and 
managed the Sons of the Pioneers and 
Jimmy Wakely at different times in his 
long career. 

But the achievement which stands 
foremost in his mind was the in- 
troduction of country music to Fred 
Rose, the songwriter, producer, and 
publisher who along with Jimmie 
Rodgers and Hank Williams was one 
of the first set of inductees into the 
Country Music Hall of Fame. 

It happened this way, in the year of 
1940: It seems that Whitley and Rose 
were both appearing over KVOO in 
Tulsa (the station Bob Wills made 
famous). Fred Rose — who'd written 
pop hits for people like Sophie Tucker 
since the 1920s — was working as staff 
pianist, while Whitley had finished 
filming a series of shorts in 
Hollywood, and was spending time 
over KVOO waiting for his next series 
(in which he was a singing sidekick to 
Tim Holt) to start. They had meta few 
years earlier in New York, but it was 
here they tried writing songs asa team, 
but even then Rose occasionally told 
him, upon finishing a cowboy song or 
a country love tune, "Don't put my 
name on that; it's too simple!" 


When Whitley returned to 
Hollywood late that year he asked 
Rose to join him, luring him with the 
promise of writing songs for western 
movies, with a guarantee of some 
$3,000 for Whitley's to start, and the 
opportunity to meet other film stars in 
search of material such as Gene Autry, 

Fred Rose ended up living fora year 
and a half with Ray and his family, a 


. productive period for both men (they 


once turned out twelve songs in two 
weeks!), resulting in two co-written hit 
records for Autry: “I Hang My Head 
And Cry," and "Lonely River." And 
on his own at the Whitley piano, Rose 
also turned out several of his early 
classics: "Be Honest With Me," 
"Tweedle - O - Twill" and many 
others. 

In 1943, inspired by, respectful of, 
and deeply interested in country 
music, Fred Rose moved to Nashville, 
and shortly after launched Acuff-Rose 
Publishing. then the South's first 
publishing company and now one of 
the world's largest. 

Although they saw cach other less 
often. Whitley and Rose became great 
friends, and continued to write oc- 
casional songs together on their fre- 
quent visits until the time of Rose's 
death in 1954. One of their fine 
postwar compositions. another hit by 
Gene Autry, was the haunting "Ages 
and Ages Ago." Whitley, for his part, 
chose to remain in California despite 
Fred's invitations to move to 
Nashville, where he pursued his film 
and music career; in fact, his last film 
role was in "Giant." Today, at 74, he is 
a familiar and entertaining figure at 
country music reunions and western 
film festivals, still sings and plays well 
and cracks a mean bullwhip. 

Fred Rose is a giant in country 
music, who shaped the course of the 
music for generations to come (take a 
look at his classic "Blue Eyes Crying 
In The Rain" last year!) Yet it's pos- 
sible he might have been remembered 
by history as a good pop songwriter of 
the late twenties and early thirties and 
nothing more had not a handsome 
singing cowboy named Ray Whitley 
introduced him to country ML

Carl Perkins made his move this 
year. Up until now Carl has been 
better known for his writing talents 
than anything else. The author of 
"Blue Suede Shoes," and "Daddy 
Sang Bass," assembled a band com- 
posed of his sons and David Sea 
earlier this year. Billed as "The Carl 
Perkins Show" (naturally) and with an 
LP produced in his Ar-Lue Studios, 
Carl says the year has really been busy. 
Perkins is often listed with Jerry Lee 
Lewis as one of the fathers of country 
rockabilly. 

A reader in Amsterdam, New York, 
wrote in appreciation of a few 
comments on Norro Wilson. The 
latest on Wilson is that he is director of 
production for Warner Brothers 
country music division based in 
Nashville. 


Reading bios lately produced the 
conclusion that the construction 
business seems to be inherent with a 
few songwriters. As I've mentioned 
before, Russell Smith of the Rhythm 
Aces was pouring concrete when 
“Third Rate Romance” hit the charts. 
Troy Seals has added an even newer 
twist. He helped build Quadrafonic 
Studios in Nashville where he now has 
an office, After the studio was com- 
pleted, Troy was asked to stay and 
direct the publishing division of the 
company. According to Seals, "...] sat 
around for months trying to figure out 
how you write a hit song." Evidently, 
he found out how. During the first 
quarter of 1975 he had seven tunes he 
had authored in the country Top Ten. 


George Jones and Tammy Wynette 
continue to make the news by singing 
together. They recorded a duet re- 
cently and one week later George told 
an interviewer he was off the bottle. 
Jones said he quit on the advice of his 


' doctors and now he is feeling better 


than ever. 

Kenny Starr, Jack Greene, and 
Jeannie Seely were among the country 
music stars who attended the opening 
of Charlton Publications’ Nashville 
offices. Charlton publishes CSR and 
Nashville Sound. 


Another move to Nashville includes 
the offices of Tanya Tucker from Lit- 
tle Rock. Arkansas. 

Loretta Lynn's biography, Coal 
Miner's Daughter, is on sale now and 
all reviews are favorable. Loretta is 
appearing at various large bookstores 
to promote the book. During one such 
visit, just as Loretta was leaving a 
Nashville bookstore, a man showed 
up in pajamas and bathrobe. More 
than a little surprised, Loretta found 
out the loyal fan was ina local hospital

when he heard a radio broadcast men- 
tioning the autograph session. Sneak- 
ing out of his room, past the front 
desk, and fiagging a cab were minor 
obstacles. The anonymous admirer 
arrived at the bookstore only slightly 
winded and received an autographed 
copy. 

Archie Campbell headed produc- 
tion of writing and comedy for the 
four Johnny Cash specials this 
summer. The specials were filmed at 
the Grand Ole Opry House at Op- 
ryland. Archie will continue with Hee 
Haw and make cameo appearances on 
the Cash shows. 

Thinking back again to those 
construction worker-musicians. Owen 
Bradley, a founding father of Music 
Row, helped build the first recording 
studio in Nashville. (Bradley 
promoted the idea if he did not 
literally hammer the nails.) The tiny 
structure is still inside the Columbia 
Studios. That studio served as a 
pattern for those that line Nashville 
streets now. Recordings fathered there 
include: Marty Robbins' "Singing the 
Blues" Jimmy Dean's "Big Bad 
John," Sonny James' "Young Love", 
and "The Battle of New Orleans" by 
Johnny Horton, 

Dolly Parton's new TV show by the 
name of "Dolly" is the highest 
budgeted show to come out of 
Nashville. The show is marketed and 
produced by Show-Biz, but it reflects 
Dollys personal interests and 
abilities. My admiration of Dolly 
covers a lot of traits, but take away her 
singing talent, her creative abilities, 
and there's still a woman who says flat 
out, honestly, and proudly, “I am 
country and my music is country." Ina 
world of people avoiding categories, 
that is admirable. 

For all you prospective songwriters, 
one of the best songwriters, Mac 
Davis, says, "I don't think most people 
like music with hidden meanings." 
Mac's philosophy is to just come right 
out and say things simply and to the 
point. He draws on personal ex- 
perience and catchy phrases he hears 
from people for lyrcis. Once, at a par- 
ty, someone philosophically asked 
him what he believes in. Disliking 
"deep" questions and "deep" answers, 
Mac replied, “I believe in music." 
From there he promptly went off to a 
corner and began writing one of his 
most successful songs. By the way, 
Davis' first song he was paid for was 
"The Phantom Strikes Again" for 
which Sam the Sham's producer paid 
$2.42, 

Cal Smith, now with MCA, says 
that much of his success was due to his

start with Ernest Tubb and the Texas 
Troubador Band. Cal began as M C 
and featured vocalist. When demand 
for his act became great enough, he 
went out on his own. 

Songstress Stella Parton has signed 
with the Soul Country and Blues label. 
Stella frankly admits she doesn't ex- 
pect to gain the star status of Dolly. 
Right now her future plans entail be- 
ing a mother to son Timothy, singing, 
and adding to her hat collection 
(chapeaux now numbering over 50). 

Dave Loggins produced and ar- 
ranged his LP titled "Country Suite." 
He also performed vocals, wrote liner 
notes and did the cover design. So this 
is a talented man, but there's more. 
Dave wrote Tanya Tucker's single 
"You've Got Me To Hold On To" 
which Tanya will sing as an entrant in 
the Fifth Tokyo Music Festival. 
Tanya will be in competition with ar- 
tists from around the world. 

Jerry Clower has added another 
award to his growing list. Jay-ree was 
named one of eight national winners 
in the 4-H Alumni Recognition 
Program. 

Billy Joe Shaver, labeled just about 
everything from outlaw to "primitive 
genius", has signed to record with 
Capricorn. e

final decisions are mine unless 1 
ask them to make them for me. To 
answer the question, no, I don't 
feel like I have any kind of pres- 
sure from my family. My sister 
LaCosta is also a singer, and we 
are close even though we don't 
travel together. People are always 
trying to ‘compare’ us, and that's 
not really fair, she's herself and I'm 
me, that's all there is to it. People 
will come up to her and say ‘hey I 
like you lots better than Tanya' 
and they'll come up to me and say 
'you sure can sing lots better than 
LaCosta' and so on - I don't know 
why they do that..." 

"The same people, probably ..." 
I pointed out. “I wouldn't be sur- 
prised," she laughed. 


| asked her then if she was 


bothered by people accusing her of 
‘changing’. "Well, yes, it always 
bothers me when people 
misunderstand," she said, "or 
when they just don't understand. 
This is a competitive business as 
you know and nobody can just 
stand still, you have to move on, 
and do whatever feels com- 
fortable, and you have to make a 
living. Along the way people are 
gonna say things and get the 
wrong ideas, and I hate for that to 
happen, it's something I find very 
hard to get used to. 

“For example, I had this one fan 
who seemed to really like me and I 
would see him from time to time at 
this show or that one and one year 
at fan fair, | was rushed to death 
and only got to talk to him for a 
minute, you know, like ‘hi, how 
are you - glad you could come - 
nice to see you’ stuff, and I just 
could not talk to him, and he 
wrote me the nastiest letter about 
how I was changing ... that hurts, 
it really does. 1 love my fans and I 
want them to love me, but I can't 
be all things to all people. 

“People can hurt you too, you 
know, and ... well, take Anne 
Murray for example, when she got 
her hair done in all those little 
curls ... she got hate mail even. 
Well, if she wants to wear her hair 
like that, what does that have todo 
with the way she sounds... | mean, 
she can go bald if she wants to, 
that’s her business. Can you 
imagine people writing to her and 


saying ‘l ain't gonna buy your 
records any more unless you 
change your hair back...’ Well, I 
don't have to look at anybody's 
hair while 1 listen to their 
records...” She reached for her 
brush at this point, and laughing, 
mentioned that maybe since she 
was going to have to go out on 
stage and sing pretty soon, she 
ought to at least brush hers. 

By now Donald had finished his 
chicken and waved his goodbyes 
to both of us, obviously bored 
when the conversation turned to 
clothes. "I wish I paid more atten- 
tion to clothes,” she said, looking 
down at a bright blue fringed out- 
fit that ‘moved on stage’ as she put 
it. “I’m a bad shopper,” she com- 
plained, “I'll go out and buy 
something, wear it a couple of 
times and then ask myself ‘why'd I 
buy this thing? Hopefully I'll get 
better..." She reached down and 
pulled. the sides of the slacks, 
smoothing out a couple of wrin- 
kles. 


"Why does that do that?" she 
asked, but | told her I was not the 
one to ask, sewing was not my 
talent. A knock on the door 
brought in Marie Owens who was 
appearing on the same show and 
when she saw the tape recorder, 
excused herself and said she'd 
come back later. We both assured 
her it didn't matter, to come on in 
and have some chicken. For the 
next half hour, the conversation 
covered the usual topics, men, 
babies, music and a little gossip 
here and there, along with a 
confession from Marie that she 
used to HATE Tanya. 

“When I came to Nashville, they 
said they were looking for this 
kind of deep - voiced young (about 
thirteen) gir] to sing really 
knocked - out songs ... and I was 
about that age and I had this real 
strong voice, and I recorded what I 
thought were some really good 
songs ... nothing ... then a few 
years later, along comes this 13- 
year old Tanya Tucker witha song 
called “Delta Dawn”, with this 
real deep voice ... and just look 
what happened ... boy I hated you 
then...” They both laughed and 
Tanya shook her head, “Say ... 
whatever happened to that kid 
anyway... 

Well, I saw her the other night 
on this big network TV show ... 
she's done "real good...” 


Songwriter's Corner 


Back in the early 1950's, 45 RPM 
single records were selling for quite a 
bit less than one dollar each. It was 
during this era that Elvis Presley 


recorded Sun record - No. 223, featur- 


ing the song selections, "Mystery 
Train" and “I Forgot To Remember 
To Forget". Now, a little more than 
twenty years later, that same record 
will bring up to three hundred dollars 
per copy — if in excellent condition. 
Who pays that much for old records? 
Serious record collectors, obviously. 
If by now you are wondering where to 
find collectors who pay many times 
the original price for old singles, 
strange as it may scem, most are to be 
found in foreign countries. Though 
there are several serious collectors in 
America, the mainstream of record 
collecting is in Europe, where this — 
now profitable hobby had it's begin- 
ning. 

Some of the old Country-Western 
"78 RPM" recording of "Little Angel 
With A Dirty Face", "Rainbow At 
Midnight" by Ernest Tubb, and Red 
Foley's "Tennessee Saturday Night" 
are all on the collector's list. And 
another interesting fact is; there are 
several Country- Western records high 
on the European collector's list — that 
were made by American artists who 
are hardly known outside their 
hometown. The reason being; coun- 
try-western records, by American 
standards, are still a long way from be- 
ing plentiful on the European market. 
So, when suppliers of scarce records 
make up their lists to send out to 
known collectors, they can list 
whatever they wish to call collectible. 

In digging into the business of 
record collecting, I discovered that 
one dealer had listed, as a "Certified 
Collectors Item", a record by a local 
artist — which was never in demand, 
muchless a hit. In fact, with regard to 
quality of performance, production 
and song material — the record was 
really stinko. | went away wondering, 
"who, or what organization is res- 
ponsible for the certification of collec- 
tible records?" After placing phone 
calls to a couple of people who dea! in 
collectible records, | had somewhat of 
a questionable answer: "No type of 
certification service exists, | was told. 
Therefore, it is very possible for an 
unwary collector to bid on a record, 
listed as a collector's item, when in 
reality the record would not be worth 
the postage it would take to mail it. 
Lamentable is the fact that even the 
fraternity of record collectors has it's 


rip-off artists. 


There seems to be no shortage of 
operatives who thrive on the idea that 
anyone, even remotely, connected 
with the music business — is 
vulnerable to the gilded gouge. Since a 
high percentage of the record collec- 
ting business is mail-order, the collec- 
tor must depend on the integrity of the 
dealer. Therefore, when possible, it'sa 
good idea to check with other collec- 
tors — with regard to their satisfaction 
with past purchases. Once a serious 


record collector gets burned by an 


unethical dealer, he'll squawk his head 
off — and it will pay off for other 
collectors to listen. The old "picture 
record" by Jimmie Rodgers — on the 
Victor label is a scarce collectors item 
— and a price tag of four hundred 
dollars for a copy in excellent con- 
dition — would be more legitimate 
than some current single piece of junk 
priced at fifty cents. 


It's easy to understand how 
someone interested in record collec- 
ting, in a far away country — such as 
Sweden, or Denmark could be misled 
by an illegitimate dealer's list. Because 


. of government controlled radio 


stations in some foreign countries, the 
people are exposed to very little 
American country music. In fact, on 
some stations, no more than a half 
hour of country music is provided in 
one day, or perhaps in a week. By not 
being able to hear all the new record 
releases, as we do in this country, we 
can imagine how difficult it would be 
for country music fans in some foreign 
countries to keep up with what goes orf 
in the record business. 


Record collecting in America, is ac- 
tually still in it's infancy — but has the 
potential of becoming big business — 
just like art and antique collecting. It's 
too bad that songwriters can not share 
in the exorbitant amounts being paid 
for the collectibles, but in all fairness. 
it's hardly ever the song that deter- 
mines the real value of a collectible 
record. Would you believe that — 
even the color of the record label can 
make a difference in the value? That is 
correct. Bright colored labels, for 
some reason, bring more money. 
When it does happen to be the song 
that makes the record a collectors 
item, then the writer can take pride in 
the fact that he, or she gets credit for 
the happening.

CSR: Well, Ronnie Milsap's career 
started off like a sky rocket after he 
jumped into the country music 
business; his association with Tom 
has really blossomed, but when did 
he first start looking at John 
Schweers' songs? 

SCHWEERS: Well, almost from the 
beginning, Tom pitched Ronnie some 
of my songs, but this was during the 
previously mentioned "dry spell," so 
my songs weren't that good. Finally | 
wrote a song called "Love the Second 
Time Around," which Ronnie liked. It 
was the B-side of Ronnie's first 
number one record, “Pure Love." 


CSR: That's called "the free ride" 
in the music business. 

SCHWEERS: Right, but the old B- 
side spends just like the A-side. 


CSR: But you were still looking for 
that first A-side single on Ronnie? 
SCHWEERS: Oh, you bet. | wanted 
an A-side on Ronnie so bad | could 
taste it. | worked really hard on that. 


CSR: Now you go back to 
"Daydreams About Night Things." 

SCHWEERS: Right. | worked on that 
song for a month. | told Ronnie about 
the idea when the song was only half 
finished and he liked it, so that just 
made me work harder. Finally, it was 
finished and Ronnie recorded it. Later 
it was released as an A-side and it went 
to number one in ten weeks. To say the 
least, | was very thankful. It was a 
dream come true. 


CSR: What other songs of yours 
has Ronnie Recorded? 

SCHWEERS: He recorded "Amazing 
Love" for an album, and a song called 
"The Biggest Lie," and three new 
songs this year. One of the new songs 
is called "What Goes On When The Sun 
Goes Down," which is Ronnie's new 
single. It was just released recently. 


CSR: John, who else has recorded 
your songs in the last twelve 
months? 

SCHWEERS: In the last twelve 
months l've had songs recorded by 
Ronnie Milsap, Charley Pride, Barbara 
Mandrell and Mickey Gilley. Nick Nix- 
on cut a song called "She's Just An Old 
Love Turned Memory," and Tammy 
Wynette heard the song on the radio 


and she cut it and put it in her new 
album. Susan Raye cut a couple of 
songs and one was lucky enough to be 
a single, called "Honey Toast and 
Sunshine." Also, Loretta Lynn cut 
“Daydreams” for her new album. 


CSR: What else since you've been 


here? 
SCHWEERS: Well, Buck Owens cut 
"Amazing Love"... 


CSR: You finally got a Buck Owens 
cut? 

SCHWEERS: Yes, sir, | finally got 
one, and also Conway Twitty and 
Johnny Russell cut "Amazing Love." 


CSR: Do you feel like John 
Schweers is a songwriter today? 

SCHWEERS: | believe so! I've still 
got a lot to learn, but | know how to 
make a living writing songs, hard work! 
I've learned a great deal about 
commercial songs studying people like 
Ben Peters. Ben is one of the most 
commercial writers in the world. His 
style is simple and direct. He says what 
he intends to say and his melodies are 
fantastic. 


CSR: Who else has helped with 
your career in Nashville? 

SCHWEERS: The list is long and 
grows day by day. Some of the people 
are Charlie Monk and Ed Shea who 
work with ASCAP. They have been very 
helpful in guiding my career. People 
like Jim Prater, Glenn Keener and Ed- 
die Kilroy, who have given me new in- 
sights and ideas in the business, rang- 
ing from talking about smoked beef 
jerky from Texas, to recording and 
mixing 16 track tapes, to booking what 
act into what club to make the most 
money. And also people like David 
Conrad who works with Tom Collins 
and pitches all my songs. There are a 
lot of good people that | owe a great 
deal to in Nashville. 


CSR: Are you still considering do- 
ing an act called “Buck Beatle”? 

SCHWEERS: | don't think so. I'm a- 
fraid that day has passed. About three 
months ago, | put the final nail in my 
recording coffin by trading my old '52 
Telecaster for an old Martin D-28, a 
songwriting guitar. When | did, | said, 
"son, there goes your dreams of being 
an artist, you'll never make it without a 
Telecaster." However, the second 
week | had that Martin D-28, | wrote 
Ronnie Milsap's new single with it. So, 
somehow being an artist just isn't as 
important as it used to be! @CSR

sold his soul for any so-called deals. 
He's never had to play dirty pool. 
He's simply lost some. And he's won 
some. 

But more than anything else, Ray 
Griff has managed ... through it all 
... to keep his own self - respect. And 
as a result, he has been able to at- 
tain goals that would have otherwise 
been lost in the shuffle. 

For example, he is the writer of 
"After The Laughter" by Wayne 
Newton, which now exists as 
Wayne's third largest - selling single. 
He is also author of such hits as 
“Baby” by Wilma Burgess, "Step 
Aside" by Faron Young, "Canadian 
Pacific" by George Hamilton IV, and 
"Who's Gonna Play This Old Piano" 
by Jerry Lee Lewis, as well as having 
written his own hits including "The 
Mornin' After Baby Let Me Down", 
"Your Lily White Hands", "Darlin' ", 
"You Ring My Bell" and "If | Let Her 
Come In”. 

In addition, he's had his own 
network TV series in Canada, en- 
titled "Good Time Country". He's 
had over 450 songs recorded by 
other artists. He has overcome the 
majority of a stuttering speech 
defect. And he is in constant demand 
for concerts throughout the country. 

"But, | never would have been 
able to do any of it," Griff contends, 
"if | would not have had the constant 
devotion of three people." He ex- 
plains, "Without my Mother, my wife 
Margaret, and my brother Ken, | 
never would have made it. They 
were always there with the right 
words of encouragement, whenever 
l'd be about ready to throw in the 
towel. They made me stay with it. 
And | know that I really owe much of 
my success to them." 

But, no matter who it was that 
stood by him ... no matter who sup- 
ported his efforts ... no matter who 
was cheering for his side ... Ray Griff 
certainly never let anybody down for 
lack of interest, either. In fact, his 
whole life has always been built 
around music. He lives and breathes 
his music. He gives 10096 of his 
energy to his music. He is the most 
happy when he is at work with his 
music. 

To him, it's home. 

It's where he belongs.

The first real "scholarly" biography 
of any major country music figure, 
San Antonio Rose is a super - detailed 
look at the life and career of Bob
